The new method of exchanging pos- 
tal money orders between the United 
States and Mexico will go into effect 
on October 1. Heretofore it has been 
the | necessary to have all money orders 
reissued at the Exchange Office at La- 
Under the new method 
podstoffices in the United States, as wel! 
as those in Mexico, will draw orders 
direct upon the office of payment. 

Money orders issued in Mexico wil! 
be drawn in Mexican currency, peso* 
and centavos, and will be payable in 
the United States at the rate of one 
dollar for every two pesos, and one 
cent for every two centavos. The 
amounts of such orders should be in 
even centavos, but should a money 
order be drawn, through error, for an 
odd amount of centavos, the paying of- 
fice will disregard the odd centavo and 
pay the equivalent of the even sum. 
Thus, should a Mexican order be drawn 
for twenty-five centavos, 
payable in the United States for 12 
cents oniy.
